Paving Supplies Inquiry. 

The committee has also been asked to look 
into the matter of alleged graftiin paving 
supplies.

Elimination of Gate Receipts a Cure 
for Managerial Evils. 


The beginning of a revolution in methods 
of conducting athletics In wéstern colHeges 
was announced yesterday at the University 
of Chicago when President Harper out- 
lined a plan for the abolition of gate re- 
ceipts at all intercollegiate contests. 

The plan, which is to place all athletic de- 
partments on an endowed basis, was ap- 
proved on Satinday by the university board 
of physical culture and athletics. If adopted 
it will necessitate a $500,000 endowment. 

To be successful the plan must be extended 
to other institutions, and for this reason 
| an attempt will be made to secure the co- 
operation of all the colleges of the “ big. 


Free Games for Thousands. 


| The nearest approach to the plan is that in 
force at West Polfit and Atinapolis, where 
charges for admission to athletic games are 
allewed only occasionally for charitable pur- 
poses.

RESCUE CREW OF SCHOONER. 


Surfboat Tumbled on Beach and 
Captain Swept Away. 


Highland Light, Mass., Oct. 25.—[ Special. }— 
Fourteen members of the crew of the fishing 
echooner Dawson City, which was driven 
ashore in a norffieast gale today, were res- 
cued by the crew of the Race point life sav- 
ing station in one of the most spectacular 
performanees éver on this coast. 

The Dawson Cry, with Capt. O' Neil and 
a crew of eighteen men, left Gloucester Satur- 
day afternoon. The heavy gale forced the 
schooner ashore shortly after midnight. 


) Four Escape in Dory. 

Not daring to attempt a landing through 
the surf, Capt. O'Neil sent four men in a dory 
s€a ward around Race point to Provincetown, 
where they arrived after a night's trying 
experience. In the meantime the schooner

Constantine D. Stephanove, a Macedonian 
iand a graduate of Yale, will tomorrow make 
gn appeal to the American Red Cross society 
ito go to the religf of thousands who are 
‘homeless and starving in Macedonia as the 
igesult of the raids of Turkish troops. He 
{will call on officers of the society and present 
pihe urgent necessity for relief, as he says the 
jgituation in his native land is deplorable. 
| The state department will favor an organ- 
ized effort to relieve the ‘Victims of Turkish 
‘misrule, and upon proper application will 
take steps to enable a relief expedition to 
penetrate the districts in which the worst 
gonditions exist. Since the revolution began 
the Turkish government has taken every 
precaution to prevent the entrance of for- 
eigners into these districts, fearing the truc 
oso of affairs might become known to the 
wor! 

Mr. Stephanove presents an object lesson 
of the Turkish method of pacifying the re- 
yolted province. He was thrown into-prison 
in Serres, after he had accompanied John 
MeDonald, the special commissioner of the 
Londen Daily News, on a tour through Ma- 
cedonia in an effort to ascertain the extent 
of the insurrection and the methods em- 
ployed by the Turks to suppressit. Action

Accordingly, Secretary Loeb, advised by the 
president and Mrs. Roosevelt, determined to 
Mmuke the change to uniforms for the ushers. 
No small detail of the White house ménage 
has been so troublesome to determine as that 
of selecting the uniforms for the ushers at 
the mansion. 

Not belonging to the police force they were 
not entitled to the uniforms worn by the regu- 
lar guards at the White house, and not be- 
longing to the army even the uniform of a 
petty officer could not be employed. Great 
fear was entertained by both the president 
and Mrs. Roosevelt that the mistake of giv- 
ing the men the appearance of flunkies might 
be made, and at last, after the greatest pos- 
sible thought, plain blue uniforms with sil- 
ver bettons were selected for both ushers and 
messengers, only differing slightly in cut and 
embellishment. Every one is wondering why 
the change was not made before.

On account of the heavy losses suffered by 
cattle raisers in the west through the growth 
poisonous weeds on. the ranges Secretary 
Wilson has sent from the department of 
agrostology one of his best experts to study 
Means for eradicating them. For some years 
the department has been working on poison- 
ous Weeds, and has found that loco is the most 
Widely distributed of the deadly plants and 
Costs the state of Montana alone a loss of 
Over $100,000 annually in the death of cattle.

Loco is described as being like the pea 
vine, growing from six to twelve inches 
long, with white blossoms. , It has a strong, 
Woody root, and so far the only known means 
for killing it out is by digging up the root, and 
éven this method is successful only at certain 
Seasons. This method is almost impoesible 
On the great western ranges containing thou- 
Sands of acres, and other and speedier meth- 
Ode are being sought.

| ln Breaking Bete 


‘Break each one separately into a cup, 
and thus avold the danger of a bad egg 
spoiling other eggs or materials. Be careful 
not to break the yolks when you wish to 
poach or fry them. 

Wash eggs as soon as they come into the 
house, removing carefully every particle of 
soil with,a little cloth, and thus preparing 
them to use in clarifying coffee or soups. 

The best way to boil an egg is not to boil it, 
but to put it in a saucepan and pour on 
briskly boiling water until they are well 
covered. Let etand ten minutes, and the eggs 
will be jelly like instead of tough and leath- 
ery. To hard boll the egg pour on the water 
as before, and let it simmer for from twenty 
to thirty minutes. Eggs for salads and gar- 
nishings should be boiled in this way, which 
is more digestible than ordinary boiling, and, 
when done, put in a basin of cold water for a 
few minutes; then roll them on thetabie, and 
the shell will peel off easily. Do not cut up 
eggs for garnishing until about the time 
they are neéded, or the yolk will dry and 
become discolored. 

Creamed Eggs: Remove the shells from six 
hard boiled eggs, cut them in halves. cut a 
Slice off the round end, enough to make them 
stand. Put one tablespoon of butter in a 
saucepan to Melt, add ofe tablespoon flour, 
mix till smooth, add one teacup milk or 
cream, and stir until it boils; season with 
salt and pepper. Stand the eggs on a heated 
dish, pour the sauce over.and serve. 

Escalloped Eggs: Boll one dozen 
twenty-five minutes, put In cold water, and 
take off the shells. Slice the eggs and put 
them in a pudding dish fn alternate layers 
with breadcrumbs, having a layer of the 
finest crumbs on the top of the dish. Season 
each layer of eggs with pepper, salt, and a 
little chopped parsley. if Hked, and before 
putting on the top layer of crumbs pour over 
lta pint ofsweetcream. Bake until browned 
on the top. Serve hot. Dainty and eub- 
stantial for luncheon or tea. 

Poached Eggs: Break the eggs separately 
into a cup; Jet them slide gently into boiling 
water with a few drops of lemon juice in 
it. Take them out and serve on hot buttered 
toast. If vou serve them on highly seasoned, 
hot, boiled rice you will have Spanish eges. 

Omelet: Beat eix eggs extremely light. 
yolks and whites separately; add ha’t tea- 
spoon salt, three tablespoons milk: have an 
exceedingly hot pan: put in one tablespoon 
butter, pour in the egg mixture, shake on the 
hottest part of the stove until! the egg begins 
to thicken, then place on a grate in the 
oven. until set; run the knife between the 
omelet and the pan, fold the omelet over, 
and serve on a hot dish. 

Any sort of omelet can, be made by folding 
into the omelet either eardines, tomatoes, 
minced ham. oysters, cheese, kidneys, mush- 
rooms, macaroni, grated corn, or whatever 
one desiree or has on hand. Asparagus tips 
are Gelightful used thue.

PNEUMONIA SEASON NEAR: 
_ HEALTH DEPARTMENT WARNS. 


Weekly Bulletin Says More Deaths Oc- 
eur from This Disease then from Con- 
sumption and Urges Caution. 


A warning against pneumonia !s sounded in 
the weekly bulletin of the heakh depart- 
ment, issued yesterday. The bulletin says: 

‘The community ts again facing the mur- 
derous pneumonia season. Between the last 
of this month and the close of next May up- 
ward of 2,100 persons will die of pneumonia 
in Chicago, while from consumption—which 


' ts practically monopolizing the attention and 


the efforts of the laborers tn the field of pre- 
ventive medicine—there will hardly be more 
than 1,300 deaths during the same period. 
“Since 1889 there have bven 33.861 deaths 
from pneumonia in this city and 20,980 from 
consumption—an excess of 11.4 per cent of 
pneumonia mortality. During this period, 
that is, the last thirteen years, 1890-1902, the 


deaths from pneumonia have increased from:| 


an average of 117 in the 100,000 of population 
during the previous thirteen years, 1877-1889, 
to 17%—an increase of nearly 53 per cent. Cor- 
responding figures for consumption are 171 
per 100,000 in the first period and 160 in the 
second—a decrease of a Httle more than 6 
per cent.” 

The bulletin urges on teachers the need of 
enjoining children not to expectorate. 

The statement of mortality shows 442 
deaths for the week. The rate is 12.21, as | 
eompared with 12.68 for the preceding week 
end 13.83 for the corresponding week last 
year.

CURE OF DIVORCE 


‘Dr. RB. A. White Suggests More | 


_ Sense in Marrying as the 
Only Real Remedy. 


PROBLEM FOR THE STATE. | 


Rapid Increase in Number of Sep- 


arations Seems to Call 


for Some Action. 


_ “ Tess sentiment and more sense in marry- 
ing.” is suggested by Dr. R. A. White as a 
cure for divorce evils. Dr. White opened his 
sermon in Stewart Avenue Universalist 
church yesterday by_asking if divorce is ever 


justifiable. 
“‘Ts it a cure for some deep seated social 


over the world it is increasing. Thoughtful 
minds are alarmed. In twenty years divorce 
increased in this country two and one-half 
times as fast as the population. In 1899. 
Indiana had nearly one divorce for every 
five marriages. 

“Those who rest their case upon the bible 
get no really satisfactory answer. The Old 
Testament permits divorce for almost any 
cause. Christ permits 4 only for one cause, 
and then the man only is given the right to 
put his wife away. 

“The variety of opinions, laws, and prac- 
tices in different states makes it one of the. 
most difficult of out modern social problems. 
Seme considerations may help. 


Marriage a Civil Contract. 
“Wirst, in.the eyes of the law, marriage 
has become a civil contract. We may de- 
sire, as we ought, to throw around the mar- 
riage rite as much of religious significance 
as we are able, yet the legal element is now 
by law and common consent,. certain re- 
ligious, views excepted, a civil contract exe- 
cuted under the auspices of the state. The 
right, then, of the state to dissolve a con- 
tract which it bas permitted is undoubted. 
“The real question is how far is the state 
justified in exercising this privilege. Ought 
it to hold’ this particular contract indis- 
sdluble? Considering the vital individual 
and social significance,of divorce for good or 
evil this much is certain, the state ought to 
proceed with extreme’caution, and the right 
of divorce should be restricted and made as 
difficult as ts consistent with socia! welfare. 
“Jt must be remembered first that divorce 
is the final and supreme homebreaker. A 
néw home may be.reared upon fhe ruins of 
co old, but toe the children at least it can 
never or seldom be the same as the first home. 
Divorce, séme one has said, is the fire escape 
from domestic troubles, but whosoever uses 
it sualiy smelis of the smoke forever after. 


Ultimate Rule to Be Followed. J 
“The question then, it seems tome, is not 
divorce or no divorce, but a question of when | 
and for what divorces shall be granted. There 
can be but one general rule. which must 
finally be wrought into our laws, and that is 
what is best for society as a whole. In our 
extreme individualism we think it cufficient 
reason for a divorce if one of the parties suf- 
fer. There is much consideration for the 
* poor wife’ or ‘the poor husband,’ but little 
fer the ‘ poor children’ and the public wel-. 
fare.”

State Printing Yates’ Literature. 
In the meantime, Burton has found abun- 
fant time and funds for printing thousands 
om thousands of copies of a earefully edited 
eaition of the governor's vetoes and other 
goouments which the governor thinks will 
Relp him in his attempt to succeed himself, 
athough their publication was never atthor- 
led by either branch of the legislature. 
The treasury of the state is being drawn 
om to furnish Yates campaign literature of 
tis character, but the live matter in which 
te entire state takes an interest and which 
tie legislature ordered printed has as yet 
known no other publicity than was given it 
by the newspapers. The hewspaper reports, 
necessarily, were abridged and spread over 
several days, so the story has never been 
told in its entirety or in one publication. 
it may happen, however, that as much as 
the governor may dislike the publication. 
and as strongly as he may labor to prevent 
i, his efforts will be in vain. There are at 
least two copies of the testimony in Chicago, 
and private enterprise may accomplish what 
the sworn officer of the state has failed to do, 
although specifically ordered by competent 
Suthority so to do. 


Miller’s Memory Jogged. 

After Sjeaker John Henry Miller of the 
mouse of the last general assembly had 
fampled ail over the constitution which he 
had taken an oath to support—he refused a 
roll call on the Mueller bill, sent over from 
the senate—the majority of the house in its 
anger at length drove him out of the speaker's 
alr, and he took refuge in the governor's 
office. 

There in conference with the governor were 
William Lorimer, Lieut. Gov. Northcott, and 
the editor of Chicago newspaper which 
openly had charged that a majority of thé 
house had been influenced by boodle to favor 
the bill. These men gave the perturbed Mr. 
Miller some information, and a great light 
dawned on him, 

“The reason you opposed the bill, even 
violating the constitution in doing it, wus 
because you knew tmproper influences were 
wehind they said. “ Do you not recollect 
# wicked attempts being made to bribe 
Mhen Speaker Miller did recollect certain 
Hieged happenings, of which he afterwards 
Metified he had never spoken to a living 
wreon, and was immediately furnished with 
astatement, dictated by members of the con- 
Rrence and written on the governor's type- 
"riter, to the effect that bad men had tried 
® bribe him to help pass the bill. 


House Blocks Yates Scheme. 

Instanter the majority of the house or- 
gered the appointment of a committee to 
myestigate the speaker's charge, and when 
the next day he named five members who 
could be depended on to do whatever the gov- 
‘mer ordered the house added six more who 
fould be depended on to go to the bottom of 
ihe charges and discover what truth, if any. 
there was in them. 


The investigation of this committee was 


merough. Speaker Miller was fully exam- 
med, and all he could show to substantiate 
mis charges was that two men whom he could 
met clearly describe, let alone name, mys- 
‘fieusliy had suggested to him in the hotel 
eridor that “ there was money in it for 
mim” if he would advance the Mueller bil!.

The Chicago editor, being summoned, went 
© Springfield with two lawyers and three 
reporter detectives. He failed utterly to 
Ofer proof of the charges he had made, and 
mis reporters confessed frankly they had not 
&scintilla.of evidence to justify the editorials 
me truth of which the committee was in- 
quiring into. 

When all the evidence had been heard the 
SUMmittee returned a report signed by the 
entire eleven members—the five first ap- 
Polited as well as the six subsequently 
added—deciaring the charges made by Speak- 
Miller unfounded and characterizing those 
Printed by the editor as malicious falsehoods, 
utered with a knowledge of their falsity and 
for malignant purposes. 

© report came to the house, and a mo- 
MOh Was made that 5,000 copies of the report 
0G testimony be printed. It was opposed by 
every Yates-Lorimer man in the house. 
Motimer had been at Springfield fighting the 
Mueller bill, and Yates was backing him. 

When it became plain, however,/that the 
motion would prevail Representative Curtis, 
* Xates man, tried to get it out of the way 
bY making the number of copies 100,000. The 
eext day the original motion was passed, 

But as yet Yates’ appointee, Printing Ex- 
pert Burton, has not seen fit to obey the order.

The George Hamlin Sunday afternoon con- | 
cert yesterday at the Grand opera house 
possessed al interest because of serv- 
ing to bring before the public for the first 
time Max Heinrich in the capacity of com- 
poser. The esteemed baritene was responsi- 
ble for the musical setting of a melodram 
and four songs the program contained— 
‘‘ Magdalena, or the Spanish Duel,’’ by J. F. 
Waller; Tennyson's “Here Often When a 
Child,” and a “sonnet” and two German 
poems, * Unergrfindliche Liebe” and “ Wie- 
der,’’ by authors whose names were not given. 

The Waller poem ts fairly familiar. It tells 
the story of a love affair-oéne Peter Brown 
had with a fair “ lady of Sevilla,” how he } 
wooed her, how he was surprised by some 
Spanish cavalier of lengthy cognomen, how 
he killed the intruder in a duel, and how he 
afterwards muses over what became of the 
woman in the case. It is an interesting 
enough tale, not making any pretense at be- 
ing great poetry, but serving as an agreeable 
foundation for such a melodram as Mr. Hein- 
rich has desired to construct.. The musical 
setting is melodious, filled with the rhythms 
and effects associated in popular estimation 
with the muste of Spain, and neatly and 
effectively made. The composer has selected 
with good judgment the portions of the poem 
best suited to musical llustration, and has 
\succeeded where needed in creating the de- 


tion—the recital of the Spanish gentleman’s 
name—has suggested cleverly the humor of 
the situation. A Spanish song introduced 
in the course of the poem is particularly at- 
tractive as given by Mr. Heinrich, and is the 
best part of the melodram. 

Of the songs. the Unerertindliche Liebe,” 
sung by Mr. Hamlin, was pleasing, having a 
good flowing meélody—all the songs heard 
terday impressed as distinctly singable in 
quality—and an attractive accompaniment. 
The settings of the two Tennyson poems are 
ais dark colored as the texts themselves, both 
being what might be called introspective 
music. They are songs which will not ap- 
peal so strongly to the general public per- 
haps, but they are interesting and were well 
worth the hearing. Mr. Heinrich recited the 
melodram with admirable skill, and even cos- 
tumed for the part, wearing.a lounging coat 
as a. suggestion that Mr. Peter Brown, who 
did the talking, was in his room while musing 
on the days of long ago. Miss Scheib ac- 
companied the melodram and the Heinrich- s 
Tennyson songs with her accustomed good 
taste and musical'skill.
